All, Or Nothing At All? 


There has been considerable alarm in some sections of 


town, as residents. become aware of the possibility that 


garbage may not be collected from every home. 
This is not decided — it’s just a possibility, to be 


acted upon when the bids 
alternatives are known.

There is a substantial question, however, whether less 
than a full coverage of the town can be undertaken, with- 
out violating the spirit of the article passed at town 


meeting. 


No doubt it’s legal enough, but we’re concerned here 
with what the voters thought they were accomplishing, 
when they approved the article. And in our understanding, 
they were approving town-wide collection, nothing less. 

Town Manager Thomas E. Duff makes the point that 
the density of population in some areas makes collection 
more necessary in those sections than it is in outlying, 
lightly-populated portions of the town. Moreover, he feels 
that tax support for the collection is much like tax support 
for sewers — paid by all taxpayers, although some do not 


get the benefit. 


We haven’t changed our minds about the collection — it 
still appears necessary. But it should be town-wide, 
covering every home where the service is wanted by the 
resident. Anything less seems to violate the spirit of town 


meeting action. 


Out With The Rascals 


The effects of current investigations into land taking 
costs, extra construction costs and the like are being felt 


in Andover now. 


The low bidder on the Route 495 section eastward from 
Greenwood rd. has been named as one of the contractors 


to whom overpayments may have been made on other jobs 
— and thus the awarding of a contract is being held up. 
This will delay the construction of this link in the 


federal highway. 


Thus we can begin to see how investigations and 


delays — resulting from actions in other parts of the 
state — can effect us directly. Some residents of the 


town have also been able to see this connection, because 
the state took overly long in giving final approval to land 
taking payments, in the months just past. The Governor’s 
Council in particular did not give its final approval to 
many payments — not because they were in error, but just 
because there was an investigation underway. 

There must come a time — hopefully soon — when 
residents of our once-proud state will rise up and throw 
the rascals out, wherever they are, whatever party they 


belong to. 


The House of Representatives 
has been moving fast this year, 
more than a month ahead of sche- 
dule at the same time last year. 
And, last year’s session wound 
up with a record-breaking number 
of bills signed into law. 

Quantity, of course, is not the: 
true test of good legislating. So 
far, the quality of the measures 
approved by the House has been 
relatively high: the postal rate 
bill, aid to higher education, 
amendments tightening the welfare 
and pension plans disclosure act, 
the manpower retraining bill, a 
$952 million Treasury~Post Office 
appropriation, and educat ional 
television measure, improvement 
of the public assistance and child 
welfare service program under 
Social Security, the Department of 
the Interior appropriation, and 
authorization of $13 billion for 
procurement of aircraft, missiles 
and naval vessels. 

What the session has lacked in 
fireworks thus far - and only the 
Urban Affairs bill has struck a 
few sparks - it has made up for in 
good solid work. For those who 
enjoy political pyrotechnics, the 
next few months is full of promise: 
foreign aid medical care, educa~

tion, the U. N. bond issue - all 
are looked to for sharp division 
among House members, not neces~ 
sarily along party lines. 

Our Fifth District will feel a 
beneficial economic impact during 
the coming year if two important 
bills travel the full legislative 
route intact. 

First is the Interior Appropria- 
tion bill, approved in a voice yote. 
It carries in it $1.5 million for 
acquisition of land for our Minute 
man National Historical Park, plus 
$61,825 for management and 
protection; $32,335 for main- 
tenance of physical facilities, 
$25,000 for construction of roads 
and trails, and $115,000 for build- 
ings and utilities. 


The Armed Services Committee 
has put its stamp of approval on 
$1.6 million in funds for supply 
facilities and troop housing at Fort 
Devens, and on $1.5 million for 
administrative and operational 
facilities at Hanscom Air Force 
Base. The Administration placed 
no money request for Watertown 
Arsenal. The committee is con- 
tinuing hearings on the Military 
Construction bill, in which these 
funds are authorized.

The extent to which the town 
will be covered is also a matter 
of speculation. 

Mr. Duff said this week that it 
would be desirable to pick up 
garbage all over the town on at 
least a once-weekly schedule. 

But, he cautioned, if circum- 
stances warrant it, some areas 
may be omitted. 

These, he described as being 
outlying, with other means of dis- 
posing of garbage - such as keeping 
pigs. 

He pointed out that concentrated 
habitation demands’ garbage 
collection as ahealth matter, while 
rural areas do not create sucha 
demand. 

However, Mr. Duff explained that 
the specifications probably will be 
written in such a way that he can 
award a contract for all or part 
of the town, depending on circum= 
stances at the time. 

Mr. Duff could not say whether 
the collection would be started on 
a partial basis - covering some 
sections of the town but not others 
- if the bids come in higher than 
the appropriation. 

This is not a likelihood, based 
on estimates of the Study Com- 
mittee which recommended 
garbage collection. That group set 
$25,000 as a maximum figure, 
stating that it probably can be 
done for less. In response to one 
question by the Finance Com- 

mittee, a Committee member

suggested that the $25,000 figure 
be used only as an outside estimate. 

When, and if, the collection is 
begun, it will be under the general 
supervision of the public works 
department. 

Mr. Duff told the Townsman that 
this will mean nominal supervision 
only, as the private contractor will 
handle most of the work.
